for Crime 


Which Was Committed in a 


Kansas Town, 


The Execution of the Hegro was 


Witnessed by 8000 People 


Near the Center of 


the City. 


Leaven-worth, Kan., Jan. 16.—Fred 


Alexander, the negro who, Saturday 
evening, attempted to assault Miss Eva 
Both, and who was supposed to have 
'assaulted and killed Pearl Forbes in 
' this city in November last, was taken 
from the sheriff's guard and burned to 
the stake at the scene of his crimes, 
half a dozen blocks from tho center of 
the city. Probably 8,000 people wit- 
nessed the lynching. Alexander was 
tied to a railroad rail placed upright 
ia the ground. 


The negro was taken -from his cell 


at the state penitentiary in the after- 
noon,'put into a-hack and brought to 
the jail. A mob soon gathered and 
demanded tho prisoau-r. Sheriff Ever- 
hardy r&fusert the request. Then the 
crowd pushed its way to the side door, 
forced the door Irom its hinges, and 
surged into tho corridor by the narrow 
doo~iv^~—-^ ijn^s iron b<ir wss secured, 
and the iron door of ths eeil room at- 
tacked and battered down. 


A yell of terror issued, from the cell. 


The tension was so great that men 
filled the room with hysterical laugh- 
ter. Outside the crowd was yelling in 
a manner-that'"has'perhaps never he- 
fore been heard in the city of Leaven- 
worth. The mob issued forth in a mo- 
ment, dragging ths negro by the coat 
collar. He had been struck over the 
head with a hammer and was still 
conscious. Men fought to get at him.
